The American press has been coming in for its 
share of criticism, maybe more than its share. 
People complain that the old-fashioned, hard­ 
hitting editor has become extinct. 
This comment is prompted by a case showing 
that the rumored death of crusading journalism 
is highly exaggerated. 
Robert G. Aldrich has been in the newspaper 
business for more than 17 years. 
Ever since 
1963, he’s been editor and publisher of the Addi­ 
son “Advertiser,” a weekly with a circulation 
of about 1,000, published in a small, upstate 
New York community. 
On a July day in 1964, a 35-year-old father, 
who lived in Addison, died when his car crashed 
into a jack-knifing semi-trailer truck at abridge 
over a railroad. 
Touched by the tragedy, Aldrich began to dig into 
the record of the overpass, which had a reputation 
as a danger spot in the community. It was well 
merited, the newspaperman found. Over the pre­ 
ceding four years, accidents at the bridge had 
claimed, on average, one human life every 60 
days. 
Aldrich investigated and found: 
—A sharp S-curve on one side of the bridge, 
coupled with pavement that had a tendency to 
be slippery, often resulted in trucks going out 
of control. 
—Drivers approaching from the other direction 
had their vision of the bridge obscured by a slight 
rise; 
this prevented them from seeing that 
‘»another vehicle was out of control. 
center beam in the bridge, because of the 
aogie of approach, 
looked much lower than it 
was, and clearance notices were posted right 
on the bridge; truckers often slammed on their 
brakes suddenly because they feared their loads 
were too high for the bridge. 
Aldrich poured it on highway and railroad of­ 
ficials in scathing editorials and feature stories. 
He organized local merchants, who 
took out 
ads in the “Advertiser” to support his crusade. 
In an open letter to government officials, Al­ 
drich charged: 
“ If accidents persist in the same location...then 
there must be an accessory to the crime because 
the situation has been unchanged.” 
The results: The troublesome beam was taken 
down, rumble pavements were installed, 
and 
oversize reflective signs warning of the special 
danger were posted, along with advance warning 
of the clearance. 
Finally, the bridge has been 
surveyed for replacement. 
Since that death in July, 1964, and the taking of 
corrective action, Robert Aldrich has been 
honored by an award from his fellow publishers. 
What’s more important, there have been 
no 
fatalities - in fact, no accidents - at the bridge.

AMEND, NOT REWRITE THE 
CONSTITUTION 
There are enormous dangers 
to individual freedom inherent 
in the current campaign to call 
a constitutional 
Convention. 
Although the movement is being 
spearheaded under the guise of 
preventing further federal en­ 
croachment in the affairs 
of 
individual citizens, the fact is 
if such a convention were called 
it would open a veritable Pan­ 
dora's box of trouble and pro­ 
bably result in further loss of 
liberty. 
For this reason patriots should 
not support 
resolutions 
re ­ 
questing 
Congress to 
call a 
Constitutional Convention. When 
the Constitution was 
drafted 
180 years ago it was contem­ 
plated that it could always be 
amended, and it has been 
so 
amended 25 times, nearly al­ 
ways 
for the good of freedom. 
But the fact remains that under 
the present Constitution an in­ 
fant nation grew to greatness 
unparalleled in the history of 
the world. It is therefore sheer 
folly to risk losing the con­ 
structive provisions of the U.S. 
Constitution by holding a Con­ 
stitutional Convention at a time 
when a 
constructive 
atmos­ 
phere is less prevalent 
than 
usual. Delegates to a new Con­ 
stitutional 
convention would 
no doubt 
be subjected to bloc 
pressures and a myriad of 
other political pressures, or 
could follow their whims and 
rewrite the 
Constitution in a 
manner that could be devasta­ 
ting to all hope of freedom. 
Patriots 
should urge 
their

to pass resolu­ 
tions asking only for specific 
amendments.

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON •• To under- 
stand the full tragedy of Adam 
Clayton Powell as he faces 
reelection in Harlam today, you 
have to know the story of his 
father. 


It was his father's 
Baptist 
church in Harlem that Adam 
Junior 
inherited, and Adam 
senior talks glowingly of his 
son in 
his 
autobiography, 
“ Against the Tide.” 


Certainly the Powells, both 
father and son, rose to the top 
against the tide. It’s important 
to consider this, and their back­ 
ground, as congress passes 
judgment on Adam and whether 
he should be seated again. 
From the grandson of 
a 
slave to the chairmanship 
of 
one of the most important com­ 
mittees of congress is a long 
way to come in half a century. 
Achievement, 
however, also 
merits responsibility. 
Adam senior was born 
in 
Franklin County, Va., 25 days 
after Lee surrendered to Grant 
at Appomattox. He never knew 
his father. His mother was part 
Indian and her father German. 
"My maternal grandmother,” 
wrote Adam sr., "was very fond 
of eating rats. She was a great 
hunter 
of small game. My 
earliest 
recollections were of 
direst poverty. The wealth of 
the south had been destroyed 
by the civil war and both white 
and pool colored suffered to­ 
gether. 
"There was not 
a white 
man within twelve 
miles of 
our cabin who'd pay a wage of 
50 cents a day or a 
white 
woman able to pay more than 
25 cents for a day’s washing. 
REARED IN POVERTY 
"M r. Albert Martin rented us 
a one-room log cabin with about 
five acres of land for $1 
a 
month. Everything we could 
raise 
on these five acres 
belonged to our 
family. Our 
big job was to raise this $1 
every month for 
rent and to 
pay for a yoke of oxen which 
we had bought on the instal­ 
ment plan. 
"It required about six years 
to pay for these 
oxen. 
Ctd 
Buck and Bill died about a year 
after our last instalment was 
met, and we had shoes made 
from their hides. It was the first

time 
the whole family had had 
new shoes at one time. Many 
a time on a frosty morning 
when the ground was covered 
with snow, I made the cow get 
up so I could warm my feet cm 
the ground where she had lain 
for the night. 


"We slept, bathed, cooked, 
ate and entertained in one room. 
Breakfast was served religious­ 
ly at 6 a.m. I recall one year 
when our crops were so poor 
that both our corn and wheat 
were exhausted in the month 
of April, and we lived on dried 
apples and black • eyed peas 
for six weeks until the new crop 
matured. Even to this day the 
smell of dried apples nauseates 
me. 
“ The first big day in my life 
was October 1, 18971. On that 
daj I discarded my old, torn 
shirt, put on a pair of trous­ 
ers woven by my grandmoth­ 
er, and started to school. The 
school 
was five miles from 
our 
cabin and was taught by 
a 
white 
man named Juke 
Bowles. That morning, when 
I entered the log schoolhouse, I 
could not name a single letter. 
The alphabet looked to 
me 
like a crossword puzzle. When 
school dismissed that evening, 
I could name the twenty • six 
letters which 
make the En­ 
glish language. The next day I 
said them backwards.” 
Adam Sr. tells in detail how 
the family moved to West Vir­ 
ginia, how he worked in the 
coal mines making $80 to $100 
a month. "But every dollar of 
this and all I could borrow,” 
he added, "was sacrificed to 
the demon of gambling which 
possessed me, soul and body. 
On March 1, 1885, I had lost 
all my wages, $40 of borrowed 
money and my overcoat. Aside 
from my dirty mining clothes, 
my wardrobe had been reduced 
to a pair of cheap trousers and 
a red sweater. 
RELIGIOUS REVIVAL 
"Something 
happened that 
week stranger than any piece of 
fiction I ever read. Hie saloons 
and the gamhling dens were 
deserted Saturday night, and 
people walked the streets in 
hushed silence. I learned that 
all the drifting Christians, who 
were the main supporters of 
the dives, had gone to tne Meth­ 
odist and Baptist churches on 


Friday night. Each of these two 
churches had begun a week of 
prayer on January 1 that had 
continued nightly 
for 
two 
months. . . It seems as if some 
unseen messenger had slipped 
into every home, hut, dive, den 
and whispered\ ‘something is 
going to happen at the churches. 
Come out and witness it for 
yourself.’. . . 
"Five preachers came out of 
that revival, and this writer 
was one of them.” 
However, Adam’s father still 
experienced plenty of ups and 
downs. He went to Howard Uni­ 
versity Law School in Washing­ 
ton in 1887 
as 
a step to­ 
ward being elected to congress, 
but never 
got to congress 
because "first, I overrated my­ 
self, and secondly, I took the 
wrong path.” He began preach­ 
ing. He preached in churches 
in Philadelphia, New Haven and 
finally the Abyssinian church 
in New York where he became 
one of the greatest pastors of 
his day. 
"If I had the privilege 
of 
selecting the 
race into which 
I wanted to be born and 
to 
work," wrote Adam Sr., "I 
would 
select 
the 
race in 
which I was born and in which 
I have lived and worked, for 
this 
race 
needs me 
more 
than any other race.” 
His 
son Adam rose 
to 
even 
greater heights 
in 
the government of the United 
States and did more to break 
the handcuffs 
of the Negro 
than any other man of 
his 
race - until he fell by 
the 
wayside. But Just as Adam sr. 
put liquor and women aside 
in the coal -mining towns of 
West Virginia, so it may be 
possible for Adam Jr., to do 
likewise. 
These 
are things which 
congress 
should remember. 
Certainly Adam’s sins were 
not 
as great as those of a 
certain 
senator from Con­ 
necticut 
or a certain anti- 
Negro congressman from South 
South Carolina, 
what 
the 
House of Representatives will 
have to decide when Adam Jr. 
stands before its bar seeking ad­ 
mission again is whether there 
shall be one 
cause for the 
white goose from Connecticut, 
another sauce for the black 
gander from Harlem.

as healthy as they might be? if 
they would make food a strong 
ally, letting it help in every 
possible way. 
Being 
poorly 
nourished is often the reason 
for the complaints that drag an 
older person down...the chronic 
tired feeling...a 
gloomy out­ 
look on life...loss 
of sleep... 
and yes,...even too much weight. 
Being well fed is such an ad­ 
vantage, and being poorly fed is 
such a handicap, that it 
is 
worth the effort to move out of 
the not-well-enough-fed class 
and into the ranks of the wise 
eaters. 
Satisfying meals can 
be 
planned daily from the 
four 
food groups. 
The minimum 
amount of food suggested for 
each day includes; two glasses 
of milk, four or more ounces 
of protein to be chosen from 
meat, poultry, fish or eggs, 
four servings of 
vegetables 
and fruit, (to include a dark 
green or yellow vegetable and 
a citrus fruit each day), and 
four 
servings 
of bread and 
cereal. 
These basic 
foods 
will supply the body with pro­ 
tein for maintenace of tissue 
and bones, m inerals and vita­ 
mins for the regulation of body 
systems, and calories 
for 
warmth and energy. 
There are many economical 
choices and interesting com­ 
binations possible among these 
four food groups. Fats, sweets, 
and other foods may be added 
to round out meals. For 
the 
best health, the minimum num­ 
ber of servings from each of 
the food groups should be chosen 
first, 
and then enough other 
foods to satisfy the 
appetite 
and maintain the best weight, 
can be added. 
Purchasing and preparing the 
foods necessary for wise eating 
often becomes a burden for our 
older folks. 
Purchasing food 
for two may be made easier if 
these suggestions are 
kept in 
mind; 
Buy no more food than 
can 
easily 
be 
used. 
A large 
economy-sized package or 
a 
large quantity of 
.special)^ 
priced food is no bargain if 
it becomes spoiled 
or dis­ 
liked before it is used. 
Prices should be 
compared 
on the basis of price 
per 
serving rather than price per 
pound. 
Keep up on the current 
food 
prices, purchasing those foods 
that are plentiful at lower cost. 
Canned meat and fish may be 
cheaper than fresh meat. Too, 
they can be stored on the shelf 
easily; but, they 
do 
require 
more imagination to prepare 
them in interesting ways. 
Split peas, 
dried beans and 
peanut butter, when used with 
a protein source such as milk, 
meat, egg or cheese, provide a 
good buy for main dishes. 


Cottage cheese, liver, and fish 
are bargains in food value while 
bacon is often a luxury. 
Milk bills can be lowered by 
using non-fat dry milk in place 
of fluid milk. 


Like purchasing, the prepara­ 
tion of meals for two, or one, 
can be simplified or stream ­ 
lined. 
Cooking for two 
is 
easier if the recipes are for 
one or two servings. Recipes 
close at hand add vitalizing 
variety to meal preparation.

A. Customers being served by Missouri Utilities Company will get an immediate 
decrease in rates. 


With added revenues tp the .City's operation, a itror& f ossibility exists that a 
general rate reduction will be made. 


Q. How will the Bond Issue be paid for? 
A. The Bonds will be REVENUE BONDS and will be paid for from earnings of 
the electric department. 


0. Will it be necessary for the City to increase their tax rate? 
A. NO. The City Utility operations contribute annually, as donated services, to 
the City some $60,000.00, which contributes to the present low tax rate. Mr. 
Raymert Miller has stated that: “ Loss of tax moneys from Missouri Utilities 
operation in Sikeston will be more than compensated for with additional do­ 
nated services and payment in lieu of taxes. It will not be necessary to in­ 
crease the General Revenue Tax rate.” 


Q. Does the City have sufficient power available to supply the entire City? 
A. Yes. Our interconnection with the Southwest Power Administration's 
system will provide the power needed to operate our system. 


Q. Will this decrease the number of poles and equipment in any areas? 
A. YES. Where facilities are duplicated and serving the same area and cus­ 
tomers, one service will be removed.

Public Responsibility In 
A Free Economy 


Admittedly, the two cases I 
have cited represent specific 
and limited opportunities. But 
think of the immense 
impact 
if businesses all across 
the 
country focused on one or two 
public • service projects where 
they could 
contribute 
spe- 
cialized 
knowledge. For in­ 
stance, 
the “brain 
teams” 
that have figured out how to 
put a man on the moon should 
certainly be able to get a man 
to work a little more quickly 
and conveniently. This was un­ 
derscored in the 
recent Cali­ 
fornia experiment 
in which 
four aerospace companies, us­ 
ing systems analysis, drew up 
provocative long • range pro­ 
grams 
for coping 
with the 
state’s problems of transporta­ 
tion, crime, pollution, 
and 
data communication. We in the 
business community have here 
an unusual chance to strengthen 
our free • opportunity system 
by demonstrating that our know­ 
how can be brought to bear, 
quickly and effectively, on so­ 
cial and economic 
problems. 
A 
second factor that busi­ 
ness should take into account 
in designating areas for crea­ 
tive competition with govern­ 
ment is selectivity. It should 
select those areas where there 
is a particular tendency today 
to look to government for help. 
Industrial 
relations are a 
case in point. Some unions ap­ 
parently are beginning to feel 
they are not big boys unless they 
can embroil the Mayor or the 
Secretary of Labor or even the 
President himself 
in their 
wage disputes. Yet labor rela­ 
tions 
experts are virtually 
unanimous in their agreement 
that too much government in­ 
tervention stifles initiative and 
robs the collective bargaining 
process of its flexibility and 
self - government. 
How much better it would be 
for labor and management to 


compete with government in this 
area by showing genuine ori­ 
ginality in working out their own 
solutions. A few fcir - sighted 
companies and unions are try­ 
ing to do just that through Joint 
Study Committees and the re­ 
sults to date are heartening. 
These committees work year- 
round on explosive issues that 
cannot be handled in the count­ 
down atmosphere of a strike 
deadline, but can be talked out 
in a more leisurely forum. In 
many cases, the 
upshot has 
been a solution measuring up to 
the highest standards of both 
publio responsibility and pri­ 
vate freedom. 
Management, by itself or in 
collaboration with unions, could 
also compete with government 
in the retaining of workers dis­ 
placed 
through 
automation. 
True, a handful of companies 
have made a start in this direc­ 
tion, but much more could and 
should be done without looking 
to government for guidance and 
handouts. After all, unions and 
management have a common 
share in the nation's affluence, 
and a common stake 
in the 
progress of a country that gives 
the 
worker 
a better 
life 
than he has ever known since 
the wheels 
of the industrial 
revolution first began to turn. 
Another area where Federal 
influence 
is becoming 
in­ 
creasingly evident and where 
business could 
do more 
is 
education. It came as a shock 
to me the other day to learn 
that the Ivy League colleges, 
usually regarded as among the 
last private bastions 
of the 
liberal arts, now depend on the 
Federal Government for well 
over one • third of their total 
budgets.

A study of 1,300 women taking 
oral contraceptives - som e of 
whom have been on the pill for 
as long as 11 years - has re­ 
vealed no serious ill effects 
among the entire group. 
This significant news 
was 
reported recently by a 
team 
of three scientists headed by 
Gregory Pincus, D. Sc., Re­ 
search D irector of the Wor­ 
cester Foundation for 
Ex­ 
perim ental 
Biology, Shrews­ 
bury, M ass. Dr. Pincus is one 
of the developers of the pill. 
His co-investigators 
were 
Hector Rocam ora, M.D., senior 
scientist at the 
Foundation; 
and Celso-Ram on G arcia, M.D., 
Chief of the F ertility and En­ 
docrine Clinic of the Hospital 
of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Noting that the “ follow-up of 
these oral contraceptive users 
probably represents the 
most 
sizeable, longest-term 
oral 
contraceptive patient 
pools 
anywhere in the world,*’ the re ­ 
port shows the following: 
Not a single case of throm bo­ 
phlebitis with pulmonary em ­ 
bolism (blood clot) developed In 
the entire period. According to 
m edical experts at least 
one 
non-pregnant 
woman 
in 
a 
thousand in the childbearing 
years can be expected to develop 
this circulatory problem . Not 
one of the 1,300 women on the 
pill has developed the condition. 
Not a single breast 
cancer 
developed 
in the 
long-term 
u sers, according to D r. Pin­ 
cus. 
Not a single uterine can­ 
cer traceable to the pill de- 
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veloped in all that tim e. 
The 
report shows that of tiie 
five 
cases 
of 
such cancer found 
among the women, all had origi­ 
nated before the women had be­ 
gun using the pill. 
A total of 16 unplanned preg­ 
nancies occurred over the whole 
period of tim e, and 15 of these 
were due to “ Im proper adher­ 
ence to the regimen.** All but 
one of the infants were norm al. 
This baby was born blind, 
to 
a mother who had had German 
m easles during the first three 
months of pregnancy. 
There was not a single case of 
heart or circulatory disease, or 
of 
jaundice, 
among 
the pill 
u sers. 
Over the 11-year period, five 
women in the study died, four 
of causes unrelated to the pill. 
The exact cause of death 
of 
the fifth woman had not 
been 
determ ined when the 
report 
was made. 
Some of the women reported 
m inor side effects, which were 
more frequent in the 
early 
months of treatm ent and dis­ 
appeared with continued use of 
the pill. 
Most common com­ 
plaints w ere nausea, vomiting, 
loss of appetite, bloating 
and 
som e weight gain. 
FURTHER REASSURANCE 
Asked to com ment on the re­ 
port, which was made at 
the 
meeting here of the 
American 
A ssociation of Planned Parent­ 
hood Physicians, Dr. Alan F. 
Guttm acher, 
P resident 
of 
Planned 
P aren th o o d /W o rld 
Population, told Women’s Medi­ 
cal News Service: 
“ These 
reassuring observa­ 


tions are most welcome. They 
a re in keeping with recent re­ 
p orts released by the 
World 
Health Organization, the Food 
and Drug A dm inistration, and 
England’s 
Dunlop Com m ittee. 
“ The fact that Dr. Pincus and 
his associates kept a sam ple of 
1,300 pill u sers under close 
observation 
over many years 
and noted no pathological se­ 
quelae makes the report a sig­ 
nificant contribution. 
“ F or the physician who recog­ 
nizes the unique value of 
the 
pill in the prevention of 
un­ 
planned conceptions, 
it 
is 
heartening 
to 
read the in­ 
creasing num ber of reports ac­ 
cumulating in the literatu re at­ 
testing its short and long term 
safety.” 
Seventy-two percent (or 194,- 
000) of the 300,000 women who 
cam e to Planned Parenthood 
centers for family planning are 
on the pill. 
It is estim ated 
that about 6,000,000 American 
women use the oral contracep­ 
tive and that 11, 000,000 women 
world-wide do so.

The American press has been coming in for its 
share of criticism , maybe more than its share. 
People complain that the old-fashioned, hard­ 
hitting editor has become extinct. 
This comment is prompted by a case showing 
that the rumored death of crusading journalism 
is highly exaggerated. 
Robert G. Aldrich has been in the newspaper 
business for more than 17 years. 
Ever since 
1963, he’s been editor and publisher of the Addi­ 
son “ A dvertiser,” a weekly with a circulation 
of about 1,000, published in a sm all, upstate 
New York community. 
On a July day in 1964, a 35-year-old father, 
who lived in Addison, died when his car crashed 
into a jack-knifing sem i-trailer truck at a bridge 
over a railroad. 
Touched by the tragedy, Aldrich began to dig into 
the record of the overpass, which had a reputation 
as a danger spot in the community. It was well 
merited, the newspaperman found. Over the pre­ 
ceding four years, accidents at the bridge had 
claim ed, on average, one human life every 60 
days. 
Aldrich investigated and found: 
--A sharp S-curve on one side of the bridge, 
coupled with pavement that had a tendency to 
be slippery, often resulted in trucks going out 
of control. 
— Drivers approaching from the other direction 
had their vision of the bridge obscured by a slight 
rise; 
this 
prevented them from seeing that 
^another vehicle was out of control. 
^ 7 -‘A center beam in the bridge, because of the 
angle of approaoh, 
looked much lower than it 
was, and clearance notices were posted right 
on the bridge; truckers often slammed on their 
brakes suddenly because they feared their loads 
were too high for the bridge. 
Aldrich poured it on highway and railroad of­ 
ficials in scathing editorials and feature stories. 
He organized local merchants, who 
took out 
ads in the “ A dvertiser” to support his crusade. 
In an open letter to government officials, Al­ 
drich charged: 
“ If accidents persist in the same location...then 
there must be an accessory to the crim e because 
the situation has been unchanged.” 
The results: The troublesome beam was taken 
down, rumble pavements were installed, 
and 
oversize reflective signs warning of the special 
danger were posted, along with advance warning 
of the clearance. 
Finally, the bridge has been 
surveyed for replacement. 
Since that death in July, 1964, and the taking of 
corrective action, 
Robert Aldrich has been 
honored by an award from his fellow publishers. 
What’s more important, there have been 
no 
fatalities - in fact, no accidents - at the bridge.

five acres of land for $1 
a 
month. Everything 
we 
could 
raise 
on these five acres 
belonged to our 
family. Our 
big job was to raise this $1 
every month for 
rent and to 
pay for a yoke of oxen which 
we had bought on the Instal­ 
ment plan. 
“ It inquired about six years 
to pay for 
these 
oxen. 
Old 
Buck and Bill died about a year 
after our last instalment was 
met, and 
we had shoes made 
from their hides. It was the first 


time 
the whole family had had 
new shoes at one time. Many 
a time on a frosty morning 
when the ground was covered 
with snow, I made the cow get 
up so I could warm my feet on 
the ground where she had lain 
for the night. 


“ We slept, bathed, cooked, 
ate and entertained in one room. 
Breakfast was served religious­ 
ly at 6 a.m. I recall one year 
when our crops were so poor 
that both our 
corn and wheat 
were exhausted in the month 
of April, and we lived on dried 
apples and black • eyed peas 
for six weeks until the new crop 
matured. Even to this day the 
smell of dried apples nauseates 
me. 
“ The first big day in my life 
was October 1, 18971. On that 
daj I discarded my old, torn 
shirt, put on a pair of trous­ 
ers woven by my grandmoth­ 
er, and started to school. The 
school 
was five miles 
from 
our 
cabin and was taught by 
a 
white 
man 
named 
Juke 
Bowles. That morning, when 
I entered the log schoclhouse, I 
could not name a single letter. 
The alphabet 
looked 
to 
me 
like a crossword puzzle. When 
school dismissed that evening, 
I could name the twenty - six 
letters which 
make 
the En­ 
glish language. The next day I 
said them backwards.” 
Adam Sr. tells in detail how 
the family moved to West Vir­ 
ginia, how he worked in 
the 
coal mines making $80 to $100 
a month. “ But every dollar of 
this and all I could borrow,” 
he 
added, “ was sacrificed to 
the demon of gambling which 
possessed me, soul and body. 
On March 1, 1885, I had lost 
all my wages, $40 of borrowed 
money and my overcoat. Aside 
from my dirty mining clothes, 
my wardrobe had been reduced 
to a pair of cheap trousers and 
a red sweater.

The American press has been coming in for its 
share of criticism, maybe more than its share. 
People complain that the old-fashioned, hard­ 
hitting editor has become extinct. 
This comment is prompted by a case showing 
that the rumored death of crusading journalism 
is highly exaggerated. 
Robert G. Aldrich has been in the newspaper 
business for more than 17 years. 
Ever since 
1963, he’s been editor and publisher of the Addi­ 
son “Advertiser,” a weekly with a circulation 
of about 1,000, published in a small, upstate 
New York community. 
On a July day in 1964, a 35-year-old father, 
who lived in Addison, died when his car crashed 
into a jack-knifing semi-trailer truck at a bridge 
over a railroad. 
Touched by the tragedy, Aldrich began to dig into 
the record of the overpass, which had a reputation 
as a danger spot in the community. It was well 
merited, the newspaperman found. Over the pre­ 
ceding four years, accidents at the bridge had 
claimed, on average, one human life every 60 
days. 
Aldrich investigated and found: 
—A sharp S-curve on one side of the bridge, 
coupled with pavement that had a tendency to 
be slippery, often resulted in trucks going out 
of control. 
—Drivers approaching from the other direction 
had their vision of the bridge obscured by a slight 
rise; 
this 
prevented them from seeing that 
another vehicle was out of control. 
—A center beam in the bridge, because of the 
-angle of approach, 
looked much lower than it 
was, and clearance notices were posted right 
on the bridge; truckers often slammed on their 
brakes suddenly because they feared their loads 
were too high for the bridge. 
Aldrich poured it on highway and railroad of­ 
ficials in scathing editorials and feature stories. 
He organized local merchants, who 
took out 
ads in the “Advertiser” to support his crusade. 
In an open letter to government officials, Al­ 
drich charged: 
“ If accidents persist in the same location...then 
there must be an accessory to the crime because 
the situation has been unchanged.” 
The results: The troublesome beam was taken 
down, rumble pavements were installed, 
and 
oversize reflective signs warning of the special 
danger were posted, along with advance warning 
of the clearance. 
Finally, the bridge has been 
surveyed for replacement. 
Since that death in July, 1964, and the taking of 
corrective action, Robert Aldrich has been 
honored by an award from his fellow publishers. 
What’s more important, there have been 
no 
fatalities - in fact, no accidents - at the bridge.

AMEND, NOT REWRITE THE 
CONSTITUTION 
There are enormous dangers 
to individual freedom inherent 
in the current campaign to call 
a constitutional 
Convention. 
Although the movement is being 
spearheaded under the guise of 
preventing further 
federal en­ 
croachment in the affairs 
of 
individual citizens, the fact is 
lf such a Convention were called 
it would open a veritable Pan­ 
dora’s box of trouble and pro­ 
bably result in further loss of 
liberty. 
For this reason patriots should 
not support 
resolutions 
r e ­ 
questing 
Congress to 
call a 
Constitutional Convention. When 
the Constitution was 
drafted 
180 years ago It was contem­ 
plated that It could always be 
amended, and it has been 
so 
amended 25 times, nearly 
al­ 
ways 
for the good of freedom. 
But the fact remains that under 
the present Constitution an in­ 
fant nation grew to greatness 
unparalleled in the history of 
the world. It is therefore sheer 
folly to risk 
losing 
the con­ 
structive provisions of the U.S. 
Constitution by holding a Con­ 
stitutional Convention at a time 
when a 
constructive 
atmos­ 
phere is less prevalent 
than 
usual. Delegates to a new Con­ 
stitutional 
Convention 
would 
no doubt 
be subjected to bloc 
pressures 
and a myriad of 
other 
political pressures, or 
could follow their whims and 
rew rite the 
Constitution in a 
manner that could be devasta­ 
ting to all hope of freedom. 
Patriots 
should urge 
their 
Legislatures 
to pass resolu­ 
tions asking only for specific 
amendments.

Certainly the Powells, both 
tother and son, rose to the top 
against the tide. It's important 
to consider this, and their back- 
ground, i s congress pisses 
Judgment on Adam and whether 
he should be seated again. 
From the grandson of 
a 
slave to the chairmanship 
cf 
one of the most important com­ 
mittees of congress is a lung 
way to come in half a century. 
Achievement, 
however, 
also 
m erits responsibility. 
Adam senior was born 
in 
Franklin County, Va., 25 days 
after Lee surrendered to Grant 
at Appomattox. He never knew 
his father. His mother was part 
Indian and her tother German. 
“ My maternal grandm other," 
wrote Adam e r., "w as very fond 
of eating rats. She was a great 
hunter 
of small game. My 
earliest 
recollections were of 
direst poverty. The wealth of 
the south had been destroyed 
by the civil war and both white 
and pool colored suffered to­ 
gether,

Hun any other race," 
His 
son Adam rose 
to 
even 
greater heights 
in 
the government of the United 
States and did more 
to break 
Hie handcuffs 
of the Negro 
than any other man of 
his 
race — until he 
tell by 
the 
wayside. But just as Adam sr. 
put liquor and women aside 
iii the coal -mining 
towns of 
West Virginia, so it may 
be 
possible for Adam Jr., to do 
likewise.

Adam's 
sins were 
not 
as great 
as those of a 
certain 
senator 
from Con. 
necticut 
or 
a 
certain anti- 
Negro congressman from South

States there are ai>out 15 mil­ 
lion citizens wito have passed 
their 65thbirthday-citizens who 
have shed the responsibilities 
of an occupation and who are 
free to enjoy their leisu re. But, 
many of these old folks are not 
enjoying this leisure as much 
as they might. 
They are not 
as healthy as they might bo if 
they would make food a strong 
ally, letting it help in every 
possible way. 
Being 
poorly 
nourished is often the 
reason 
for the com plaints that drag an 
older person down...the chronic 
tired feeling...a 
gloomy out­ 
look on life...loss 
of sleep... 
and yes,...even too much weight. 
Being well fed is such an ad­ 
vantage, and being poorly fed is 
such a handicap, that it 
is 
worth the effort to move out of 
the not-well-enough-fed class 
and into the ranks of the wise 
e aters. 
Satisfying meals can 
be 
planned daily from the 
four 
food groups. 
The minimum 
amount of food suggested for 
each day includes; two glasses 
of milk, four or more ounces 
of protein to be chosen from 
meat, poultry, 
fish or eggs, 
four servings of 
vegetables 
and fruit, (to include a dark 
green or yellow vegetable and 
a citrus fruit each day), and 
four 
servings 
of bread and 
cereal. 
These basic 
foods 
will supply the body with pro­ 
tein for maintenace of tissue 
and bones, m inerals and vita­ 
mins for the regulation of body 
system s, 
and calories 
for 
warm th and energy. 
There are many econom ical 
choices and interesting com­ 
binations possible among these 
four food groups. F ats, sw eets, 
and other foods may be added 
to round out m eals. F or 
the 
best health, the minimum num­ 
ber of servings from each of 
the food groups should be chosen 
first, 
and then enough other 
foods to satisfy the 
appetite 
and maintain the best weight, 
can be added. 
Purchasing and preparing the 
foods necessary for wise eating 
often becomes a burden for our 
older folks. 
Purchasing food 
for two may be made ea sie r if 
these suggestions are 
kept in 
mind; 
Buy no m ore food than 
can 
easily 
be 
used. 
A large 
econom y-sized package or 
a 
large quantity of 
specially 
priced food is no 
bargain if 
it becom es spoiled 
or dis­ 
liked before it is used. 
P rices should be 
com pared 
on the basis of price 
per 
serving rather than price per 
pound. 
Keep up on the current 
food 
prices, purchasing those foods 
that are plentiful at lower cost. 
Canned meat and fish may be 
cheaper than fresh m eat. Too, 
they can be stored on the shelf 
easily; but, they 
do 
require 
m ore imagination to prepare 
them in interesting ways. 
Split peas, 
dried beans and 
peanut butter, when used with 
a protein source such as milk, 
m eat, egg or cheese, provide a 
good buy for main dishes.

nourished is often the reason 
for the complaints that drag an 
older person down...the chronic 
tired feellng...a 
gloomy out­ 
look on llfe...loss of sleep... 
and yes,...even too much weight. 
Being well fed is such an ad­ 
vantage, and being poorly fed is 
such a handicap, that it 
is 
worth the effort to move out of 
the not-well-enough-fed class 
and into the ranks of the wise 
eaters. 
Satisfying meals can 
be 
planned daily from the 
four 
food groups. 
The minimum 
amount of food suggested for 
each day includes: two glasses 
of milk, four or more ounces 
of protein to be chosen from 
meat, poultry, fish or eggs, 
four servings of 
vegetables 
and fruit, (to include a dark 
green or yellow vegetable and 
a citrus fruit each day), and 
four servings of bread and 
cereal. 
These basic 
foods 
will supply the body with pro­ 
tein for maintenace of tissue 
and bones, minerals and vita­ 
mins for the regulation of body 
systems, and calories 
for 
warmth and energy. 
There are many economical 
choices and interesting com­ 
binations possible among these 
four food groups. Fats, sweets, 
and otter foods may be added 
to round out meals. For the 
best health, the minimum num­ 
ber of servings from each of 
the food groups should be chosen 
first, 
and then enough other 
foods to satisfy the 
appetite 
and maintain the best weight, 
can be added. 
Purchasing and preparing the 
foods necessary for wise eating 
often becomes a burden for our 
older folks. 
Purchasing food 
for two may be made easier if 
these suggestions are 
kept in 
mind; 
Buy no more food than 
can 
easily * 
be 
used. ’ A Urge 
economy-sized package or a 
large quantity of, ^specially 
priced food is no bargain if 
it becomes spoiled 
or dis­ 
liked before it is used. 
Prices should be compared 
on the basis of price 
per 
serving ratter than price per 
pound. 
Keep up on the current 
food 
prices, purchasing those foods 
that are plentiful at lower cost. 
Canned meat and fish may be 
cheaper than fresh meat. Too, 
they can be stored on the shelf 
easily; but, they do 
require 
more imagination to prepare 
them in interesting ways. 
Split peas, 
dried beans and 
peanut butter, when used with 
a protein source such as milk, 
meat, egg or cheese, provide a 
good buy for main dishes.

Public Resj Huisihility In 


A Free Economy 


Admittedly, the two cases I 
lave cited represent specific 
and limited opportunities. But 
think of the immense 
impact 
ii businesses all across 
the 
country focused on one or two 
public - service projects where 
they could 
contribute 
spe­ 
cialized 
knowledge. 
For in­ 
stance, 
the “ brain 
teams” 
that have figured out how to 
put a man on the moon should 
certainly be able to get a man 
to work a little more quickly 
and conveniently. This was un­ 
derscored in the 
recent Cali­ 
fornia experiment 
in which 
four aerospace companies, us­ 
ing systems analysis, drew up 
provocative long • range pro­ 
grams 
for coping 
with the 
state's problems of transporta­ 
tion, crime, pollution, 
and 
data communication. We in the 
business community have here 
an unusual chance to strengthen 
our free • opportunity system 
by demonstrating that our know­ 
how can be brought to bear, 
quickly and effectively, on so­ 
cial and economic problems. 
A 
second factor that busi­ 
ness should take into account 
in designating areas for crea­ 
tive competition with govern­ 
ment is selectivity. It should 
select those areas where there 
is a particular tendency today 
to look to government for help. 
Industrial 
relations are a 
case in point. Some unions ap­ 
parently are beginning to feel 
they are not big boys unless they 
can embroil the Mayor or the 
Secretary of Labor or even the 
President himself 
in their 
wage disputes. Yet labor rela­ 
tions 
experts are virtually 
unanimous 
in their agreement 
that too much government in­ 
tervention stifles initiative and 
robs the collective bargaining 
process of its flexibility and 
self • government. 
How much better it would be 
tor labor and management to 


compete with government in this 
area by showing 
genuine ori­ 
ginality in working out their own 
solutions. A few fur - sighted 
companies and unions are try­ 
ing to do just that through Joint 
Study Committees and the re­ 
sults to date are heartening. 
These committees work year- 
round on explosive issues that 
cannot be handled in the count­ 
down atmosphere of a strike 
deadline, but can be talked out 
in a more leisurely forum. In 
many cases, the 
upshot has 
been a solution measuring up to 
tile highest standards of both 
public- responsibility and pri­ 
vate freedom. 
Management, by itself or in 
collaboration with unions, could 
also compete with government 
in the retaining of workers dis­ 
placed 
through 
automation. 
True, a handful of companies 
lave made a start in this direc­ 
tion, but much more could and 
should be done without looking 
to government for guidance and 
handouts. After all, unions and 
management have a common 
share in the nation's affluence, 
and a common stake 
in Ute 
progress of a country that gives 
the 
worker 
a better 
life 
than he has ever known since 
tile wheels 
of the industrial 
revolution first began to turn. 
Another area where Federal 
influence 
is 
becoming 
in­ 
creasingly evident and where 
business could 
do more is 
education. It came as a shock 
to me the other day to learn 
that the Ivy League colleges, 
usually regarded as among the 
last private bastions of the 
liberal arts, now depend outlie 
Federal Government for well 
over one • third of their total 
budgets.

By Louise Chase 
Women's Medical Newsservice 
A study of 1,300 women taking 
oral contraceptives - some of 
whom have been on the pill for 
as long as 11 years - has re­ 
vealed no serious ill effects 
among the entire group.

Gregory Pincus, D. Sc., Re­ 
search Director of the Wor­ 
cester Foundation for 
Ex­ 
perimental 
Biology, Shrews­ 
bury, Mass. Dr. Pincus is one 
of the developers of the pill. 
His co-investigators 
were 
Hector Rocamora, M.D., senior 
scientist at the 
Foundation; 
and Celso-RamonGarcia, M.D., 
Chief of the Fertility and En­ 
docrine Clinic of the Hospital 
of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Noting that the "follow-up of 
these oral contraceptive users 
probably represents the 
most 
sizeable, longest-term 
oral 
contraceptive patient 
pools 
anywhere in the world,” the re­ 
port shows the following; 
Not a single case of thrombo­ 
phlebitis with pulmonary em­ 
bolism (blood clot) developed in 
the entire period. According to 
medical experts at least

A study of 1,300 women taking 
oral contraceptives - some of 
whom have been on the pill for 
as long as ll years - has re­ 
vealed no serious ill effects 
among the entire group. 
This significant news 
was 
reported recently by a 
team 
of three scientists headed by 
Gregory Plncus, D. Sc., Re­ 
search Director of the Wor­ 
cester Foundation for 
Ex­ 
perimental 
Biology, Shrews­ 
bury, Mass. Dr. Plncus is one 
of the developers of the pill. 
His co-investigators 
were 
Hector Rocamora, M.D., senior 
scientist at the 
Foundation; 
and Celso-RamonGarcia, M.D., 
Chief of the Fertility and En­ 
docrine Clinic of the Hospital 
of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Noting that the "follow-up of 
these oral contraceptive users 
protiably represents the most 
sizeable, longest-term 
oral 
contraceptive patient 
pools 
anywhere in the world," the re­ 
port shows the following: 
Not a single case of thrombo­ 
phlebitis with pulmonary em­ 
bolism (blood clot) developed in 
the entire period. According to 
medical experts at least 
one 
non-pregnant 
woman 
in 
a 
thousand in the childbearing 
years can be expected to develop 
this circulatory problem. Not 
one of the 1,300 women on the 
pill has developed the condition. 
Not a single breast 
cancer 
developed 
in the 
long-term 
users, according to Dr. Pin- 
cus. 
Not a single uterine can­ 
cer traceable to the pill de- 
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veloped in all that time. 
The 
report shows that of the 
five 
cases 
of such cancer found 
among the women, all had origi­ 
nated before the women had be­ 
gun using the pill. 
A total of 16 unplanned preg­ 
nancies occurred over the whole 
period of time, and 15 of these 
were due to "improper adher­ 
ence to the regimen." All but 
one of the infants were normal. 
This baby was born blind, 
to 
a mother who had had German 
measles during the first three 
months of pregnancy. 
There was not a single case of 
heart or circulatory disease, or 
of jaundice, 
among 
the pill 
users. 
Over the ll-year period, five 
women in the study died, four 
of causes unrelated to the pill. 
The exact cause of death of 
the fifth woman had not been 
determined when the 
report 
was made. 
Some of the women reported 
minor side effects, which were 
more frequent in the 
early 
months of treatment and dis­ 
appeared with continued use of 
the pill. 
Most common com­ 
plaints were nausea, vomiting, 
loss of appetite, bloating 
and 
some weight gain. 
FURTHER REASSURANCE 
Asked to comment on the re­ 
port, which was made at 
the 
meeting here of the 
American 
Association of Planned Parent­ 
hood Physicians, Dr. Alan F. 
Guttmacher, 
President 
of 
Planned 
Parenthood/World 
Population, told Women's Medi­ 
cal News Service: 
"These 
reassuring observa­ 


tions are most welcome. They 
are In keeping with recent re­ 
ports released by the 
World 
Health Organization, the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
England's Dunlop Committee. 
"The fact that Dr. Pincus and 
his associates kept a sample of 
1,300 pill users under close 
observation 
over many years 
and noted no pathological se­ 
quelae makes the report a sig­ 
nificant contribution. 
"For the physician who recog­ 
nizes the unique value of 
the 
pill in the prevention of 
un­ 
planned conceptions, it 
is 
heartening 
to 
read the in­ 
creasing number of reports ac­ 
cumulating In the literature at­ 
testing its short and long term 
safety." 
Seventy-two percent (or 194,- 
000) of the 300,000 women who 
came to Planned Parenthood 
centers for family planning are 
on the pill. 
It is estimated 
that about 6,000,000 American 
women use the oral contracep­ 
tive and that 11,000,000 women 
world-wide do so.
